He does not. yet know 
what he is going to say about that 
complex problem, and he probably will 
not write the part of his message deal- 
ing with it until several very impor- 
tant Senators get to town so he can 
talk with them about it. and, find out

STILL HELD IN ABEYANCE.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) At today’s Cabinet meeting 
there was another long discussion upon 
the subject of granting John W. 
Mackay and his associates a conces- 
sion for constructing a Pactfic cable, 
but no decision was reached. Atty.- 
Gen. Knox said it may be two or three 
weeks before he can report definitelv 
apon the matter to the President. 

It is known that President Roosevelt 
himself rather opposes the granting. of 
landing rights to this company, owing 
to the fact that Congress has long had 
the matter under consideration, and, 
therefore, the President is in favor of 
referring this petition to Congress at 
the time he sends in his annual mes- 
sage in December. Mr. Knox, on the 
other hand, seems to believe it would 
be very proper tfor the Executive to 
grant landing rights to the pany, 
provided assurance can be given that 
the cable built under the rights will be 
an American cabie, operated by Ameri- 
can capital and completed under Ameri- 
can control.

DR. MANN TALKS. 


Doubts if the Cause of President 
McKinley’s Death Will Ever Be Dis- 
' covered—Age and Weak Heart Aid.

NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—The physicians. 
and surgeons who attended President 
McKinley through the closing days of 
his life, today presented to the State 
Medica! Society, gathered here in semi- 
annua) session, a lengthy report cov- 
ering the medical and surgical history 
of the case. , 

In discussing the Dr. Mann 
said that there was absolutely no bar- 
infection. Continuing, he 
said: 


“If you ask me what caused the 
President's death, I could not tell you. 
I. doubt if that will ever be discoyv- 
ered. Am contributory causes, 
however, were the President's age, his 
lack of exercise and his naturally weak 
heart, which made his pulse high.” 

Dr. M was asked, by one of the 
tistening medical men, why the X-ray’ 
was not applied so that the missing 
bullet might be located. Dr. Mann re- 
plied that there was nothing in the 
condition of the patient to show tht 
the bullet was doing any harm, and he 
said that if the X-ray had been used 
it would only have been to satisfy the 
curiosity of the physicians, and the 
excitement attending the operation 
would have been harmful to the pa- 
tient, so the doctors refrained from 
using the X-ray apparatus.

It is said that Abdur Rahman suf- 
fered a paralytic seizure in the third 
week of September, and that his. ill- 
ness was kept secret. On September 
28 he summoned his family, the ex- 
aited personages of the kingdom, and 
the chief priests. All his sons .were 
present, with the exception of Afzul 
Kahn, a boy 13 years old. The Ameer 
spoke to the gathering in a feeble voice, 
as follows: ‘ 

“When a King becomes old and in- 
firm and nears his end he always 
desires to nominate his successor. 
wish to have my successor chosen now. 
Consider among yourselves whom you 
believe to be fit to succeed me, and 
name him to me.” 

The listeners, who were so much af- 
fected that they shed fears, all de- 
clared for Habib Ullah, who they said 
had administered state affairs weil for 
eight years. The dying Ameer then 
directed Habib Ullah to receive his 
{Abdul Rahman's) sword and belt, his 
precious stones and a volume contain- 
ing his will and instructions for the 
management of the State.

“I have visited almost all the prin- 
cipal cities of the East, but, nowhere 
have I seen electric railways that sur- 
pass those of Los Angeles, and few that 
equal them,” said E. P. Clark, presi- 
dent of the Los Angeles-Pacific Rall- 
way, last night. Mr. Clark has just 
returned from six-weeks’ tour 
through the East, where he took a good 
look at everything in the shape of trol- 
ley cars and electric fixings, and has 
come back perfectly contented with 
Los Angeles and her street railways. 

“The evolution of street railways in 
the East has been very rapid,” said 
Mr. Clark, “and most of the cities have 
made the mistake of trying to adapt 
their old horse-car systems to modern 
requirements. In most cases they have 
turned their horse cars into electric 
cars, with very poor results; but now 
they are beginning to awake to the 
necessity for a new equipment in every 
branch of the system. Here in Los An- 
geles, we, in a great measure, started

Santa Fé oi] well district, on account 
of a shortage in casing, are at work 
again and drilling will now be pushed, 
as it is the intention of three or four 
companies operating in this district 
to bring in a number of wells before 
the first of the year. 

The Santa Fé is producing alot of 
very high gravity oll in its wells re- 
cently drilled just north of the Fuller- 
ton Consolidated oi] lease. With the 
exception of the product of one lease, 
this is the lightest oil found in the 
Fullerton field. The wells were brought 
in at great expense, one or two of 
them being down over 1800 feet. The 
oll every few days flows from these 
wells, and it. is believed the output 
from them will be heavy. Just south 
of these wells the Fullerton Consoli- 
dated wells put outs a much lower 
gravity oil, which s from wells 
only about 1000 feet deep. An expert 
driller states that the Fullerton Con- 
solidated people would strike the 
same gravity oil as did the Santa Fé 
if they would deepen their wells from 
500 to 600 feet, which would bring in

PHILIPPINE TIMBER. 
Head of the Forestry Buresu in the 
Islands Describes the Wealth ‘ns 
Woods That These Contzin. ~ 
[Washington Times:} Capt. Geo 
P. Ahern, who has been in charge 
the; Forestry Bureau in thé Philip- 
pines, has been in the United States 
studying forest conditions for several 


months past, andiwill leave again for 
Manila next month. Capt. Ahern will 


L. G. Reinhardt, postmaster at 


' he accompanied by fivé foresters, and 


two more will follow, one in Novem 
and the othér in February. 
During his stay in this country Capt. 
Ahern has béen in conference with the 
faculties and students of the forést 
schools at Yale, Cornel! and Bajthmore 
with. the object of awakening a more 
gencral interest in the forest resources 
of the Philippine archipelago. 
“Many of the people who vigit th 
Philippines.” said Capt. Ahern, “gain a 
véry meager idea of the wealth of tim- 
ber which the islands contain. This is 
becatise the ordinary visitor usually 
sticks to thé. beaten path, traversing 
only those parts where the tréeé have 
been cut for generations. 
‘There are more than 50,000,000 acres 
of timber land in the Islands, 20,000,000 
of which is virgin forest. There are at 
least 1000 varieties of trees. There are 
fifty varieties of the rubber tree, com- 
prising several of the most valuable 
kinds, found in the southern islands. 
The tree or gutta percha, which is al- 
most as valuable as its weight in gold, 
may also be produced there in large 
quantities. Foresters are needed there 
who are capable of taking charge of 


tricts. There will be a call tWice a 
vear for efficient foresters for the Phil- 
ippine service. The investigation con- 
ductei by the United States is the firat 
ecientific investigation ever made of 
the standing timber of the Phitip- 
pines.” 

Continujng. Capt. Ahern said that he 
had just received authority to purchase 
the equipment for a timber-testing 
laboratory to be set up in Manila. The 
laboratory will be in chatge of 8. T. 
Neely. who has been connected on sev- 
eral occasions with timber-testing ¢x- 
periments conducted by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The work of this 
laboratory will include the investiga- 
tion of the native woods, the uses to 
which they can be put, and the meth- 
ods of preservation. — 

All the timber now cut, says Capt. 
Ahern, is sold to the people in Manila, 
who are a pay such high pricés 
that none of this supply is obtatnable 
in the other provinces. It will be sev- 
eral years before Hongkong and othér 
oriental ports will be able to secure 
lumber from the Philippines, as the 
inhabitants of Manila and the other 
provinces are doing a great deal of 
bullding.

Horses Brole From Corral and Came 


to Race Track and Then Started/ | 


Two fine thoroughbred horses were 
killed, and one was so badly injured 
that it will be practicalNy worthless, 
by being struck by a Southern Pacifi: 
train on the Santa Monica line a mile 
west of University station early yes- 
terday morning. The horses were the 
property of E. J. Baldwin, and his loss 
will exceed $1500. 

The horses had been placed on -pas- 
ture on a ranch a short distance from 
The Palms. In the bunch were some of 
the fine racers which had participated 
in the recent race meeting at Agricul- 
tural Park. All of them were under 
the care of two competent keepers, who 
occupied a building on the ranch. 

Monday night five of the horses broke 
out of their corral, and started toward 
the city across the fields, few of which 
are inclosed with fences. .They entered 
Vermont avenue below the city, and 
following that street until they reached 
a point opposite the race track they 
went to the entrance of the park, prob- 
ably trying to find their old quarters in 
the track stables. The park gate was 
closed, and the horses wandered about 
on Wesley avenue for a time. Several 
men, seeing that the animals were 
thoroughbred racers, tried to catch 
them, but their efforts were not suc- 


cessfu 
Led by a fine mare the horses started 
west along the Santa Monica track, 
jumping over the cattle guards at the 
road crossings. About a mile from 
University station the horses met a 
train from Santa’ Monica. Two of 
them jumped to the side of the track, 
but the other three huddled between 
the rails. The fog was so dense that 
the engineer did not see the horses un- 
til too late to stop, and the engine 
struck them while going almost at iull 
apeed. One of the horses, the most 
valuable animal in the bunch, was in- 
stantly killed. This horse was valued 
at $1000. Another's leg was cut off un- 
der the wheels. and the third sus- 
tained a deep along’ the side, from 
the shoulder to the groin. 
The shock of the collision almos we 
railed the engine, and the fi 
jumped, but was not injured. The 
dea and wounded animals were 
dragged off the track, and the train 
proceeded to this city. Early yester- 
day morning Tom Evans, section fore- 
man, mounted a horse and scoured the 
country to find who owned the horses. 
i finally found the place where they 
been quartered, and thore in 
ees of the other horses were noti- 
fied. The horse which had lost a i-g 


‘was still alive at the side of the track, 


Evans having been doubtful of his 
right to kill it. Humane Officer Oliver 
was sent for, with H. H. Fenimore, the 
the injured horse and sewed up the 
wound in the other one’s side.
